2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS . . 
Claims 1-44 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33<2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest methods for 
identifying a cyclic peptide capable of altering a phenotype of a cell comprising administering to a cell a cyclic pepude that comprises 
a chaperone binding [region of known sequence and a target binding region of wholly or partially unknown sequence before 
assessment as claimed in the present invention.
